The  fourth  lecture  is  ono  of  the 
fundamental  principles  regarding 
the  study  of  prophecy,  and  its  ful- 
fillment. 

Nearly  every  phase  of  prophacy 
is  discussed  in  this  and  tbe  remain- 
ing lectures,  and  one  is  impressed 
that  tho  author  is  thoroughly  con- 
versant with  the  subject  in  hand, 
and  is  dovout  with  it  all  beyond 
what  we  are  accustomed  to  find  in 
works  of  tho  kin'1.

A notice  of  tbo  home  mission 
work  of  our  Northern  Baptist
